While a few of them may not desire to 
assume those responsibilities, others 
muy wish to do so, and as there is no 
law to compel men or •women to vote 
against their will they need not assume 
the responsibility unless they want to. 
Hundreds of thousands of men who 
are entitled to vote do not go to the 
polls, and women, if endowed with the 
right of suffrage, need not exercise the 
right unless they feel disposed to go 
to the .polls. 


PUBLIC LANDS. 


THE annual report of the commis- 


sioner of the General Land office to the 
Secretary of the Interior, shows a de 
crease of 19,005 land entries as compar- 
v<l with 1894. In the fiscal year 1895 
ther» were 6,016,685 less acres entered 
than in 1894 and the decrease in cash 
receipts amounted to $734,370.

But while the man of property is 


deeply interested in the enforcement of 
the purity of elections law, the poor 
man is doubly so; in fact, the law may 
fittingly be termed the poor man's law, 
It affords him ample protection from 
all kinds of intimidation. It stamps 
as a felon the man who would tempt 
him to sell his birthright for a mess of 
pottage. By restricting the amount of 
money a candidate may spend to se- 
cure his election, and by restricting the 
expenditure to legitimate expenses, and 
by prohibiting the purchase of votes or 
obtaining them bj promises of office 
or employment, he is enabled to run 
for office on even terms with the rich 
man. The rich man now enjoys social 
and other privileges not accorded to 
the poor man. The constant tendency 
of corporate and individual wenllh is to 
enlarge those privileges, and to deprive 
a poor man by bribery, by intimidation 
and by promises of employment and 
other means of his political equality. 
This law is admirably adapted to check 
that tendency. 


The man, however, who is most 


deeply interested in the enforcement 
of the law is the man who is a candi- 
date for office. Under the present cor- 
rupt system, as soon as a candidate's 
name is announced, whenever he ap- 
pears on the street the "bummers" 


Strike" him for fifty cents to "eat on;" 
a committee levies an assessment upon 
him for party purposes; the political 
blackmailer demands $250 to be placed 
in a pool to buy votes; he must travel 
from precinct to precinct with a demi- 
john of whisky under one arm and a 
box of cigais under the other. At each 
saloon he is expec'ed to "set 'em up'1 


for the boys, and on the day of election 
he is besieged from morning until 
night by voters who demand money 
and by messengers from clubs of ten 
who are willing to sell their votes to 
the highest bidder. At last the end 
comes. Night closes over this carni- 
val of corruption. He has spent all of 
bis own money and all he could bor- 
row from friends. 
If successful, it 


will require many months of his sal- 


and other official perquisites to re- 


pay them. 
If unsuccessful, he is 


aaanciuliy rained, disappointed and 
heartsore; burdened with dflbt he com- 
uieup.en plodding.plodding, plodding to 
get even with the world again. 


The successful candidate may not 


havo p;nd out for election expenses 
quite all his office is worth, but it is 
reasonably certain that the aggregate 
expenses of all the candidates for an 
office amount frequently to more than 
the office is worth, Tho whole corrupt 
system is accursed and is sapping the 
foundations of republican government, 
and the man or men who seek to per-! 
petuate it should be forever politically I 
damned. 


latho past men have winked at these; 


corrupt political practices, satisfying 
their consciences with the spacious ex- 
cuses that the other party was guilty 
of doing so; that they had to ''fight the 
devil with flre"; that tho end justified 
the means, and so on. With the purity 
of elections law upon the statute book 
there is not the faintest show of justi- 
fication in such excuses.

It was reported at Carson that lead-
